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ATTEMPTS^ SUICIDE 42 YEARS A RESIDENT HALLOWE’EN FIRE NEWTON CLUB TAKE TIME TO VOTE I THE 1912 BODGE? 


Residents of Huuncwcll liill were 
greatly shocked on Monday morning 
when Mr. Edwin C. Lewis, a resident 
of Waverlcy avenue, near Washington 
street, attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat with a razor on his front piazza. 
Mr. Lewis has been living in this house 
for some years, allho the mortgage 
foreclosed on the property last year. It 
is said that M r. Lewis agreed to rent the 
premises, but that he had paid only one 
months rent. There had been some dif- 
ficulties over this matter and many at- 
tempts at settling, hut the owner had 
become impatient and placed a keeper 
in the house, and later ordered a dep- 
uty sheriff to evict the tenants. Mr. 
Lewis had been to West Newton that 
morning to sec Judge Kennedy of the 
police court and Mayor Hatfield, and re 
turning found part of his furniture on 
the piazza and sidewalks. He rushed 
upon the piazza, and cried "You have 
hounded me to the cross” and pulled a 
razor from his pocket and cut his 
throat. He was disarmed at once and 
physicians and the ambulance summon- 
ed, and removed to the Newton Hos- 
pital. 

Mr. Lewis has acted quccrly for some 
time. He has been a frequent visitor at 
City Hall, where he has endeavored to 
interest Mayor Hatfield in his troubles 
and on one occasion, at least, pulled a 
razor from his packet and flourished it 
about in one of the city offices. He Is 
a lawyer but was disbarred some four 
years ago.

Along this same line, if an "island” 
or some protection is not given the 
travelling public in Nonantum Square, 
the city should compel the Street rail- 
roads to evacuate. It is not safe to 
send a child to the post office in the 
morning or night during rush hours

She is survived by her husband 
Mr. John S. Sumner and three children, 
Mr. Charles S. Sumner of Hamburg, 
Germany, Mrs. Arthur P. Fiske of 
Sharon, Mass, and Mrs. Harry A. Har- 
wood of Newtonville, Mass. There arc 
five grandchildren, three of whom are 
in Germany. Mrs. Sumner was a dc 
voted wife and model mother finding 
so much happiness in her home that she 
could never he induced to join any 
club. Mrs. Sumner united with Dr. 
Codman's church in Dorchester over 
fifty years ago and later joined Eliot 
church by letter. 

The funeral services last Sunday af- 
ternoon simple in character in keeping 
with her life were conducted by Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins, D. D., the former pas- 
tor of Eliot church, under whom she 
and her family came into membership 
The floral tributes were numerous and 
beautiful and interment was in the fam- 
ily lot at Mt. Hope.

TIE SCORE. 

One of the surprises of the school 
football season was provided at Claflin 
Field Friday afternoon when the Higu 
School of Commerce team of Boston 
played Newton High team to a scoreless 
tie. The Boston team outplayed New- 
ton with th^exception of the last three 
minutes of play. 

Most of the playing was nside of 
Newton’s territory and the only time 
the home team seemed to hold was 
when Commerce threatened its goal 
line. 

The Boston team caught Newton nap 
ping and if Coach Dickinson had nor 
sent in his regulars at right guard and 
left halfback Commerce would have 
pushed the ball over for a touchdown. 

On the kickoff a Newton player trip- 
ped and the hall went to the visitors, 
who, worked it down to the 10-vard 
line, where a penalty for holding put 
them back 15 yards. Newton kicked out 
of danger. 

In the second quarter several ex- 
changes of punts cave Commerce the 
ball on Newton’s 35-yard line. The hall 
was worked down to the 12-vard line 
and. with third down and the goal line 
to cross. Joe Ryan tried a 'forward pass 
to Costello, who was nailed on the two 
yard line as the period closed. 

The visitors did not get any nearer 
than Newton's six-yard line in the third 
miartcr, but in the final period it had 
the ball on tbe one-yard line when New 
ton recovered it on a fumble, saving a 
score. 

With less than three minutes to play.

The unoccupied mansion located on 
what is known as the “Old Haley Es- 
tate” on Kcnrick street, Newton, was 
totally destroyed by lire late Tuesday 
night. The blaze was most spectacular 
and could be seen for miles. A large- 
crowd of people attracted to the scene 
by the conflagration. Many of them 
were in costumes just returning from 
Hallowe'en parties. 

A telephone message to Engine 1 was 
the first notification of the fire receiv- 
ed. The engine ami hose -wagon were 
on their way to the fire when an alarm 
was sent in from box 82. The alarm 
came at 10:55. An alarm was also sent 
in to the Brighton department but as 
the fire was just over the Newton line 
they returned to their house. 

The sparks coming from the burning 
structure were carried through the air 
by the breeze for nearly a mile. Had 
it not been raining the 9parks would 
have undoubtedly set fire to houses In 
the vicinity. 

When the department arrived at the 
scene the mansion was a mass of flame 
which were shooting high in the sky. 
Inside of 20 minutes the walls had fal- 
len and it was impossible to save hard- 
ly a timber. 

The origin of the ifirc is a mystery. It 
is thought to have been set by boys in 
the way of a Hallowe’en iokc. For the 
past few years the house had been un- 
occupied and boys were in the habit ot 
meeting there to play games and amuse 
themselves by throwing stones through 
the windows.

INTERCHANGE OF MILEAGE. 

Another important step in the unifi- 
cation of the railroads of New Eng- 
land is announced in the new arrange- 
ment of the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
by which, on and after Nov. 15, Boston 
& Albany mileage books will he inter- 
changeable with those of the New York 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad ano 
the Central Railroad of New England. 
The Chatham branch of the New Hav- 
en and the electric line to Nantasket 
Beach are not included in this arrange- 
ment. 

In addition to the above mentioned 
roads, Boston & Albany mileage books 
will, under this new arrangement, be- 
come good on the New York Central, 
the Rutland and the West Shore Rail- 
roads, while the mileage of the New 
York Central, Rutland. Buffalo, Roch- 
ester &• Pittsburg, Buffalo & Susque- 
hanna, Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey and Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroads will become good on the 
Boston & Albany. The only exception to 
this rule will be the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited, on which train no mile- 
age hooks of any sort are accepted. 

POLITICAL NOTES. 

From preliminary plans prepared by 
the recess committee on dividing the 
state into sixteen congressional district* 
Congressman John W. Weeks of this 
city will not he seriously affected. The 
new districts call for a population aver- 
aging 210,401 or about a ten per cent 
increase over tin* apportionment ol 
1901. As now planned Congressman 
Weeks will have a district with a pop- 
ulation of 210,959, and numbered four-i 
teen instead of twelve. He will lose 
from the present district, tbe towns of 
Braintree,' Holbrook. Weymouth, Ran- 
dolph. Hyde Park, Canton and North 
Attleboro, and take on the towns of 
Sutton, Webster, Douglas, Uxbridge 
and Nortlibridgc. 

The fourteenth district will he com- 
posed of Sutton. Webster, Douglas. Ux- 
bridge, Nortlibridgc, Upton, Milford. 
Ilopedale, Memlon and Blackstone In 
Worcester County. In Middlesex Coun- 
ty it has Newton, Watertown, Ashland, 
Shcrlmru, Hopkinton and Holliston. In 
Norfolk County it includes Brookline, 
Bellingham, Medway, Millis, Mod field, 
Dover. Wellesley, Needham, Dedham, 
Westwood, Norwood, Walpole, Norfolk 
Franklin, Wrentham, Foxboro, Sharon, 
Stoughton, Avon and Plainville.

Mayor Hatfield has filed with the 
t ity < lerk hi- estimates of appropria- 
tions needed fo r the year 1912. The 
total is $1,270.19 p* against $1,270,- 
239.19 desired by the various depart- 
ment*.. and $1,249,570.98 appropriateo 
for the present year. The difference, 
however U larger than at first appears, 
a*, the 1912 figures show a decrease in 
the fixed charges for sinking funds and 
interest of $28,154.50 and a total in- 
crease of $20,616.21 indicating an in- 
crease in departmental expenses of 
$48,770.71 over 1911. The larger part of 
this increase will be found in the Street 
department where the mayor approves 
a total $113,300 or $25,900 more for 
highway work $20,000 being the in- 
crease for Maintenance of streets. The 
police department calls for $86,101, an 
■ncrease of nearly $2000. The Fire de- 
partment asks for $70,881.50 an advance 
of about $9500. of which $5500 is for 
another piece of motor fire apparatus. 
The Health department calls for $25,068 
an increase of about $2000 of which 
$1500 is to previde a salary for the 
chairman of the board, who has served 
for 18 years without compensation. The 
Forestry department asks for SI 5.000 
for parks and squares, an increase of 
$5000 over the present year, and is prob 
ably intended to cover the increased 
cost of the various playgrounds which 
have been established recently all over 
the city. The mayor approves salary in- 
crease of $300 for the City Auditor, 
$300 for the deputy collector of taxes, 
$100 for division foreman Street de- 
partment. $200 for the Forest Commis- 
sioner, $300 for the Overseer of the 
Poor, and of three stenographers for 
small amounts.

Mr, William E. Parker of this city, 
treasurer of the Library Bureau, died 
at his home in Newton Centre, at 3.40 
P. M. yesterday, after an illness of 
several months. Mr. Parker was bom 
in Hyannis, Mass., December 9, 1861. 
He graduated from Amherst College in 
the class of 1884. 

y^fter a brief service as assistant to 
the librarian of the Columbia Univer- 
sity of New York he became interested 
in the new project of furnishing li- 
brary and office supplies, and removed 
to Boston where lie was one of the 
founders of the Library Bureau. Largc- 
‘v due to his ability and untiring in- 
dustry this enterprise steadily develop- 
'd to a business of large proportions 
and became New England’s contribu- 
tion to what has proved to be a new 
rnd important industry. 

The industrial history of the United 
States is largely the record of the call- 
ing of new enterprises one by one into 
existence by strong men who devoted 
their lives to actual creation. Exploring 
new paths of business they were not 
merely competitors with others, but the 
benefactors alike of consumer and em- 
ploye. In this sense Mr. Parker reared 
an enduring monument lor himseti. 
Few men. however, who pass their lives 
in the stress of complicated commercial 
life, preserve such serene gentleness o» 
character and unfailing thought for the 
welfare of others. These kualities made 
Mr. Parker beloved in his College days 
and made and retained for him a host 
of devoted friends in after vears No 
bitterness of competition or the cross- 
ing purposes of business associates or 
employes ever encroached upon the high 
personal respect and affection in which 
Mr. Parker was held. 

Me resided for many years in New- 
ton Centre and was an active and in- 
fluential citizen in tlio affairs of his 
home community. He was a member ot 
the First Church of Newton. While n 
member of the Sclioolboard of Ncwtoi. 
(from 1903 to 19091 lie was the lead- 
ing spirit in building, equipping and or- 
ganizing the new Technical High 
school which is regarded as a model in 
this class of educational institutions. 

Mr Parker was married November 
18ili in 1891 to Miss Tena Bartlett, 
daughter of Alvin G. Rartlett of Rox- 
luirv. His wife, and three children, 
Virginia, Williant F and Catherine, 
survive. Mr. Parker was a member of 
the Phi Beta Kanna find D. K. F. So- 
cieties, the University Club of Boston, 
the Republican Club of New York and 
the Boston Alumni Association of Am- 
herst, of which lie was President in 
1904.

November 7, 1911. 

Notice is hereby given that meetings 
of the voters of this city will be held 
in the several Polling.

Governor, Secretary of the Common-

"Voting machines or other mechanical 
devices for voting may be used at all 
elections under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by law ; provided, how- 
ever. that the right of secret voting 
shall be preserved.” 

Second Article of Amendment. 

“The Legislature may by special act* 
for the purpose of laying out, widening 
or relocating highways or streets, au- 
thorize the taking in fee by the Com- 
monwealth, or by a county, city or town 
of more land or property than art 
needed for the actual construction of 
such highway or street : provided, how- 
ever, that the land and property author- 
ized to lie taken are specified in the 
act and are no more in extent than 
would be sufficient for suitable building 
lots on both sides of such highway or 
street; and after so much ot the land 
or property has been appropriated for 
such highway or street as is needed 
therefor, may authorize the sale of the 
remainder for value with or without 
, suitable restrictions.”

Voters of ibis cilv will he called up- 
on next Tuesday to vote on two pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution 
of the state. The first will authorize the 
legislature to provide for voting by ma- ' 
chincry and it should receive the as- ' 
sent of every citizen. Maine has recent- 
ly given us a striking lesson as to the 
possibilities of trouble with a written 
ballot. Not only is there the possible < 
disagreement among the election offi- i 
ccrs as to the intent of the voter, < 
when he is careless in marking a bal- ! 
lot, but there is always the possibility ; 
of the ballots being lost, defaced, or ■ 
altered. Machine voting will remedy i 
all these inherent defects of the writ- 
ten ballot, and will enable the voter < 
not onlv to indicate his choice of can- ; 
didates himself, but insure the fact 
i hat his vote will be counted as cast. 

It should be borne in mind by the < 
more conservative voters who may hes- I 
itatc over the change as being too rad- i 
ical, that a YES vote does not abso- ; 
lately require machine voting, it only . 
authorizes the legislature to adopt ’ 
that plan if it sees fit. 

A second proposed amendment to the i 
constitution will allow a municipality 
in laying out new highways, to take 
more than the actual land needed for 
the street and to sell the land so tak- 
en after the street improvement has 
been made. Such a law would have 
been of great value when this city wi- i 
dened Washington street, and is in line 
with work of this character abroad. It | 
should be adopted. j 

In addition to the regular state and 
county officers to be chosen next Tues- j 
day, two questions will he submitted to 
the voters of this city for ap- 
proval or rejection The most im- < 

portant is that extending the civil ser- 1 
vice law- to the office of chief of po- 
lice. Newton has had the true civil >. 
service spirit so long in its city offi- 
ces that the question should not be 
long debated. In most cities the office , 
of chief of police is the football of pol- 
itics and while Newton has been re- 
markably free in this respect, it should 
heartily favor this bill. Chief Mitchell 
himself is strongly in favor of the bill, 
as it will ensure a tenure of office dur- 
ing good behaviour. — ’’ a consumation 
devoutly to be wished" in every polit- 
ical office. 

The second act will allow the Coun- 
ty of Middlesex to establish a retire- 
ment system for its employees, and is 
in line with the gVwing sentiment of 
the country in this respect. A favor- 
able ballot on this question is also ad- 
vised. 

A word ought also to be said in be- 
half of the reelection of Senator Hcn- 
rv C. Mulligan. In the event of the el- 
ection of Mr. Frathingham as govern- 
or, it is most important that he should 
have behind him a republican major- 
ity in the Senate and House. There is 
but little doubt as to the re-election of 
the three Republican representatives yi 
this city, Messrs Bothfeld, Ellis and 
White, having made a splendid record 
during the two years of service al- 
ready givenjmd the city will surely ap- 
preciate the added influence they will 
have ou legislation at the coming ses- 
sion. The Senate, however, presents a 
different problem and the Republican 
majority the last session was none too 
large for the good of the Common- 
wealth, Senator Mulligan has serveo 
three terms and should prove of grear 
value to the state and district in the 
General Court of 1912, and Newton, 
having virtually dictaied his re-nomi- 
nation, should do its full share towards 
his re-election. 


The voters of Massachusetts have 
their choice next Tuesday between Foss 
and egotism, and Frothinghnm and De- 
cency. There should be no doubt what- 
ever as to the result.

1 have been glad to find a growing 
sentiment in tins city among Republi- 
cans who voted for Mr. Foss for gov- 
ernor last year as a ■■protest'’ against 
ihe Republican party, to return to the 
party which more nearly meets with 
Ihcir ideals of civic righteousness.

In her response Mrs. Mullgian re 
ferred to the fact that this was the 
first time she had presided over a 
State Federation meeting and that she 
did so with the utmost diffidence. She 
expressed faith in the effect of the con 
fercnccs as ties which cement the cluoa 
together in the work of the Federation 
broadening the vision of our duties, 


first to our homes and children, and 
then to the “down -trodden and deso- 
late.” 

Owing to the fact that the Endow- 
ment Fund of the General Federation 
required immediate action hv the chibs 
a portion of the session was given ut* 
to its consideration. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Denison of South Framingham. Gener- 
al Federation Secretary, explained itic- 
plan and purpose, showing it to he tor 
the purpose of helping the great phil- 
anthropic and altruistic work of tire 
General Federation. The effort at the 
Cincinnati Biennial to raise the dues 
having failed, it was planned 1o give 
every woman in the Federation an op- 
portunity to prove her faith and loyal- 
ty by being a contributor to the Ftuirt, 
he the gift large or small. It is not in- 
tended to take the money from the 
chib treasury. 

Mrs. Emmons Crocker, chairman of 
Conservation in the General Federation 
snid. “I f you believe in the relation or 
the Federal Government to the States, 
then you must believe in the State Fed 
(rations supporting the work of the 
General Federation. The large .sum. 
$10,000. asked from Massachusetts 
because this Federation is second in 
size only to New York. Mrs. Penny- 
packer, chairman of the Endowment 
Fund commit tec. had expressed her 
great faith in Massachusetts’ ability 
and willingness and that what she <1io 
would he an instiration to other Feder- 
ations. Mrs. Crocker also stated that 
not 'only does the chairman of every 
General Federation committee have to 
do all the work, hut she has also to go 
deep into her pocket besides. Miss 
Gcorgic Bacon who received an ovation 
when she rose to speak, corroborated 
all that had been said and added that 
no woman of limited means could ac- 
cept a chairmanship and thereby the 
Federation was deprived of the ser- 
vices of many capable, brilliant wom- 
en. From her own experience as chair- 
man for four years she showed how 
small a part of the work done could lie 
done with the one hundred dollars al 
lowed each committee. Many questions 
brought out that the most that could h<* 
done before the Autumn meeting of 
the Federation would he to ascertain 
what the clubs would do, and doubtless 
the time for collecting it would be ex- 
tended.

Wc print extracts from letter of 
Newton man who helped make it so. 

(Mr. Jarvis who was in Maine just 
before election saw that the prohib- 
ition forces were on the defensive and 
that the weak features of high ano 
low license were being little touched 
upon. Hence lie wrote this article to the 
Lewiston Journal the leading paper of 
the state, which printed it at the head 
of its editorial column just before El- 
ection day). 

The writer lived for several years in 
Denver where low license prevailed 
Denver then had a population of 105,- 
(XX) and 1 was informed on apparently 
good authority that there was an aver- 
age of one murder a day in the city 
nearly everyone of them caused direct- 
ly hv the use of liquor. Otic can get 
some idea of the amount of crime that 
prevailed from considering the condi- 
tion that would exist in Maine with a 
population six times as great if there 
were here over two thousand murders 
a year. Our criminal courts in Boston 
under high license and with more char- 
itable and correctionary agencies per 
capita than any city in the United 
States, are over-crowded. There is a 
constant increase in drinking and a 
constant increase in crime due to 
drinking. 

Intemperance, it may he said, is a 
great evil, but the problem before the 
people of Maine is how to deal with the 
liquor traffic. Shall it be strictly li- 
censed or shall it he prohibited? Is it 
not better, it may be asked, to have a 
high license law even tha there will he 
more drinking than to have kitchen 
and back shop barrooms and an eva- 
sion of the law, Because this law like 
every other law is evaded, is no just 
reason for its repeal. On the other hand

the records of the criminal division of 
the Boston municipal court, he will see 
that a large proportion of the eases af- 
ter eliminating drunks, arc those of 
illegal sales of liquor in kitchen bar- 
rooms and kindred places. You would 
very far from eliminate kitchen bar- 
rooms hy enacting a high license Jaw. 

Place a high license law on the stat- 
utes and you legalize this great source 
of evil, this liaiulmate of prostitution 
and white slavery. In Maine, the young 
girl is rarely invited to a restaurant or 
hotel where liquor is served. In every 
state in the union where the sale of li-| 
quor is licensed there arc hundreds of 
more or less stylish French and Italian 
restaurants and hotels of the second 
and third class whole young girls and 
their escorts go and where liquor is 
served with meals. It is from these 
places, seemingly not particularly harm- 
ful at first, that the great army of pros 
titution is recruited. These arc licensed 
and semi-respectable under any high- 
license law. 

But how about our sons, leaving the 
protection of the home for the college 
and tlie university? Is it better for 
them to be protected by high license or 
prohibition? The writer graduated from 
a Maine college, and later graduated 
in the law from a university located 
in a town of about the same popula- 
tion where license prevailed. It was 
his experience and observation that 
there was not a fourth part of drink- 
ing among the young men at Bowdoin 
that there was among those at Atm nr- 
‘ bor. 

Some one might say "All that yon 
have said may be very good as to plac- 
es where liquor is licensed, hut my own 
town will never vote for license, and so 
a license law will not hurt us.” The 
1 writer lives in a no-lieense city, a city 
’ noted the country over for its beauty 
and cleanliness. In adjoining Boston li- 
’ cense prevails. In going home on the 
street cars, when the last saloon is 
reached before going over the line into 
! our city, uniformly from one to a doz 
cn men hoard the car more or less un- 
der the influence of liquor. 

The writer had a chance some time 
ago to see how this same idea worked 
out in no-licciicc Hyde Park. The near- 
est saloon was at Forest Hills. All Sat- 
urday evening the great saloons there 
were crowded and when finally the 
lights were turned out a maudlin crowd 
took the so-called “Drunk car” to Hyde 
Park. They were literally piled into it 
singing, cursing and fighting. No sober 
man unless compelled to would think 
of going on that car. The conductor 
or one of these cars said: “The con- 
ductors and motormen of these ‘Drunk 
cars’ almost take their lives in their 
hands when they run on them.” 1 f the 
prohibition amendment is repealed will 
rot a large proportion of the no-lieense 
towns of Maine be within trolley dis- 
tance of a license city or town?

POINTERS FOR THE MOTORIST 
The Smallest Particles of Foreign Mat- 
ter in an Envelope will Ruin the In- 
ner 1 UllC; 

A motorist may find that an inner 
tube has been injured ami perhaps 
ruined from no apparent cause. Upon 
examination small holes will be found 
in its surface, the only logical reason 
for their presence being apparently poor 
tube material. This, however, is seldom 
the cause, says the Michelin Tire man. 
The real (rouble lies with the motorist, 
lie has carelessly fitted the tube allow- 
ing small particles of mud and dirt to 
enter the envelope, the air pressure 
from within the tube ajid ihe external 
pressure having combined to grind the 
foreign matter into the tube. 

When fitting a tire it is not enough 
to simply clean the envelope and lube. 
Care should he taken to admit no mud 
or sand during the operation. The tire 
levers should not be left lying on the 
ground as they will collect dirt which 
may find its way into the envelope.

ENGINEERS REPORT 


The report of the engineers of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
on the lire situation in this city is a 
most comprehensive document. It con- 
cludes with ihe following general sum- 
mary. 

The General Summary is as follows: 

Estimated population 40,500. City 
mainly residential. Sircct grades inod- 
ernt. in mercantile centers: some steep 
grades elsewhere. High winds of fre- 
quent occurrence and winter tempera- 
tures severe. Average number of fires 
high ; losses moderate. 

WATER SUPPLY — Municipal own- 
ership: organization and management 
good. Records complete. Supply from 
collecting conduits and wells; adequate 
for present needs; emergency connec- 
tions to mains of Metropolitan system. 
Pumping capacity sufficient and equip- 
ment in good condition. Stations non- 
fireproof with only slight exposure; in- 
ternal hazards moderate; fire protection 
inadequate. Reservoir at good elevation 
contains 2 days’ supply. Consumption 
moderate. Pressures sufficient for di- 
rect hydrant streams in most localities 
and well maintained under fire draft. 
Main arteries well arranged and of ad- 
equate size; minor distributors largely 
6 or 8-inch, but poorly gridironed in 
most localities, with many dead ends. 
Mains generally in good condition. 
Gate valves widely spaced ; in excell- 
ent condition. Hydrants in generally 
good condtion, and of satisfactory size 
lint too widely spaced except in mer- 
cantile districts. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT— Part full paid 
and part call men with permanent chict 
and assistant. Members} appointed for in- 
definite terms. Chief competent but has 
too few assistants for his many duties. 
Appropriations fair. Too few perma- 
nent men. Distribution of apparatus on- 
ly fair. Ladder service deficient. Engine 
capacity inadequate. Chemical service 
mainly satisfactory. Hose supply good : 
no 3-inch hose in use. Minor equipment 
mainly good. Drills of little value. Re- 
sponse to alarms and fire methods 
mainly satisfactory Building nspcctions 
fair. Records well kept. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. — Auto- 
matic system, well maintained. Head- 
quarters in lion-fireproof building. 
Armaratus in good condition and boards 
will permit additional circuits which 
arc badly needed, as many arc at pres- 
ent overloaded. Many boxes arc of 
unsatisfactory tpve: distribution mainly 
satisfactory. Underground circuit con- 
struction extensive and satisfactory : 
overhead fines of mainly iron wire ; 
some on high tension circuit poles. In- 
spection and tests of boxes poor: other 
tests mainly satisfactory. Records fairly 
complete. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT AUXILIAR 
rES. — Duties of fire marshal perform- 
ed by a deputy chief of the State 
police, assisted by local departments. 
Police department co-operates with fire 
department. Telephone sendee by one 
company through 3 exchanges: much 
used in sending in alarms. Powerful 
outside aid readily available. 

SUMMARY. — Water supply adc- 
(inatr. especially with emergency con- 
nections to Metropolitan system, and 
available in sufficient quantities for fire 
protection in most localities. Fire de- 
partment efficient but undermanned ; 
service would be much improved by 
providing automobile apparatus. Fire 
alarm system poorly housed; well main 
tained. hut approaching time when 
manual operation will he necessary. 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT.— Laws 
few and of little value. Proposed code 
omits many matters of great import- 
ance. Structural conditions weak. 

EXPLOSIVES and INFLAMMA- 
BLES. — State District Police have am- 
ple authority over all explosives and 
inflammables, which arc well controlled 
except gasoline and oils, for which no 
rules have been issued ; conditions 
mainly good except for small users. 
Inspections for rubbish by the fire de- 
partment arc inadequate. 

ELECTRICITY. — Laws give the fire 
chief supervision over all wiring, but 
make no further regulations. The Nat- 
ional Electrical Code is enforced. New 
work is well installed, and old work 
is in fair to good condition. Overhead 
wires are being placed underground 
and overhead obstructions are few. No 
recent electrolytic troubles ; no tests by 
city. 

. .CONFLAGRATION HAZARD— In 
the mercantile districts are small but 
compact groups of brick and frame 
buildings of moderate heights but with 
some large areas and will practically 
no protection to exposures ; although 
serious group fires are probable, they 
should be confined to the block of or- 
igin. Manufacturing plants arc mainly 
well provided with public and private 
fire protection. In the residential sec- 
tions shingle roofs introduce the haz- 
ard of flyiqg brands, but mainly only 
where buildings are compactly grouped.

Readers of the Graphic have been 
aware that 1 have harped for several 
years on the fact that water rates in 
this city should be reduced, ami 1 take 
pleasure in calling attention to the ac- 
tion of the aldermen this week in or- 
dering an ordinance prepared on these 
lines. It is true that the reduction does 
not go as far as 1 believe it should, 
but the new proposed rate is 30 cents 
a 1000 gallons instead of 35 cents and 
there is a slight reduction to persons 
using hut one faucet. The new rates 
will affect the water income about 
$15,000.. and still leave a large surplus 
in the treasury. They will probably 
take effect next March.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Miss Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

It has been the Club Editor’s privi- 
lege recently to hear the problems ol 
modern education set forth from two 
diverse standpoints that of the social 
worker and that of the college presi- 
dent. The social worker was swinging 
the pendulum quite in the direction of 
vocational training while the college 
president, — who by the way was Dr. 
W. H. P. Faunce of Brown, — gently 
brought it back not to the opposite ex- 
treme but to more nearly to a happy 
medium. Pie said, “The vocation of ed- 
ucated men and women is to be worthy 
members of the social order, guides, 
leaders and helpers of humanity. The 
boy or girl needs chielly not formal 
drill, not simply rehearsal of what he 
is to do later, but intellectual appren- 
ticeship, contact with a larger person 
ality, a broader sympathy, a keener in- 
sight. a sturdier character than lv.s 
own.” Dr. Faunce also pointed out 
certain tendencies of the modern home 
which arc liable to undermine the char 
acter of American youth. He deplored 
especially its lack of routine which 
fixes habits in ihe child. “We must 
pluck the boy out of his home to train 
him for American citizenship. There 
rests upon the schools and colleges this 

problem with which they are beginning 
to graople with dismay. They can do 
this only by the touch of life upon life 
and ideal upon ideal." 

It was an address which mothers 
should hear and take home to them- 
selves. The tendency for love of ease 
and pleasure will surely rob the chi 1- 
dren of something that can never he 
replaced. Here is a subject which the 
individual clubs may do well to con- 
sider and act upon. Consideration with 
out action would he well nigh useless.

The Newton Highlands Monday Club 
met with Mrs. Moulton of Walnut 
street on November 6th. The program 
proved most interesting, there being 
papers upon "Up the Nile,” “Cairo”, 
and "The Pyramids and the Sphinx.” 
A lady dressed in F.gyptian costume cx 
hibited post cards illustrating Egyptian 
scenes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward R. Spearc op- 
ened their home to the members of the 
Newton Mothers* Club and their guests 
last Monday evening. Mr. A. E. Dodd 
of the North Bennett Street Industrial 
School spoke upon “Some Phases of 
Social Work.” Mr. Dodd by mentis of 
diagrams divided human society into 
three levels of which the upper is made 
up of persons who may be character- 
ized by their ambitions, while the low- 
est includes those who arc defective in 
some way and have to be aided hy the 
State. The middle plane, he said, of- 
fers the real problem — a sort of dead 
level mass. It includes more than half 
of the population of any large city, lit 
tlic North End there arc some 38,000 
population, the major portion of whom 
would come in this second class. They 
arc for the most part Italians,— as the 
Jews have now moved to the West 
End, — and arc facing the problem of 
adjustment to a new life. 

Earlier methods of charity dealt with 
merely the alleviating of suffering, the 
effects, but did not go into its causes. 
Today social workers seek to study in 
to the deep underlying causes and to 
remedy them. What the North Bennett 
Street School is doing is a mere drop 
in the bucket in comparison with what 
is needed to be done. The policy of the 
school has been to start such work as 
■eemed to be of value in remedying 
conditions and keep at it until it has 
been shown to be a good investment 
for the City or other organization to 
carry on and then turn it over to some 
otic else, 

Mr. Dodd then proceeded to discuss 
the trend of education. In the educa- 
tional system we have the elementary 
schools, the high school, the college 
and the university, the training headed 
toward preparing a boy, as he said, for 
the presidency. It has been found by 
statistics that about 80 per cent of the 
children stop going to school even be- 
fore completing the elementary school 
course, at the first moment the law 
will allow them to. At this point a few 
get into something which carries them 
along a little, but the vast majority 
drop off and are lost sight of in the 
employments that lead to nothin;?. The 
first attempts on the part of the schools 
to remedy the defects in the system 
were the introduction of commercial 
courses in the hioh school but even 
that did not provide for the larger 
number that dropped out before com- 
pleting the elementary school course. 
The addition of scientific, cultural and 
later of technical courses are steps in 
the right direction and yet something 
else is needed to prepare this large mini 
her for life. Of attempts that arc being 
made at the present day to work out 
this problem he told something of the 
vocational schools where the pupils 
-pend half the day at academic work 
and half at industrial. He referred Ins 
hearers to a recent report hy Dr. 1\ 
E. Spaulding, which is attracting atten- 
tion all over the country, so much so 
that portions of it have been reprinted 
bv authorities at Washington. Mr. 
Dodd also cited the Independent In- 
dustrial School at Nonant uni as one 
which is attempting to provide for this 
lack in the present school system. 

To assist in raising the standards in 
this vast mass in the middle plane 
they need social influences as well as 
educational ones. These people of the 
North End live comfortably merely 
from the fact that they are satisfied 
with their conditions. It is quite as 
necessarv that they be taught to raise 
their standards of consuming as to in- 
crease their power of producing. Here 
the social worker comes in and opens 
up a broader view and creates the de- 
sire for a little better standard of hv- ! 
ing and of action. 

We must teach the child to fit into 
the place where he has got to live, but 
we must also remember that the social 
conditions arc constantly changing and 
therefore this subject must be studied 
carefully. Some of this studying is be- 
ing done at the North Bennett Street 
School which is in reality a sort of ex- 
perimental station. 

Mr. Dodd was listened to with great 
interest as was shown hy the questions 
which brought out further points. 

At the dose refreshments were serv- 
ed by the hostess and a social hour eti 
joyed. 


It also demands the abolition of child 
labor. 

In order that our charity organiza- 
tions may rlo their best work they need 
to have the support and sympathy of 
public opinion, and this can only be ac- 
complished by education. Social im- 
provement is very costly, but it has 
been stated that such expenditure is m 
the nature of an investment rather than 
an extravagance. 

Discussion and questions closed the 
morning.

THE OLDEN TIMES. 

Before the members of the Junior 
Parish of the West Newton Unitarian 
(Church and thdr friends last) {Sun-.' 
day evening Miss Lucy Allen of the 
Allen School for Girls’ of West New- 
ton read a very interesting paper on 
West Newton ofi 50 years ago. The 
historical data taken from the memoirs 
of Miss Allen’s father, one of the 
greatest benefactors of this city, and a 
pioneer in the founding of schools. It 
was well read and the large audience 
were appreciative, 

The paper touched on West Newton 
during the years of 1848-1850. Miss Al- 
len said in part : "At that time West 
Newton was but a village and schools 
and public buildings were few. On the 
corner of Chestnut and Highland sts. 
then lived Horace Mann who was the 
founder of the first Normal school for 
women in the state of Massachusetts. 
He was on the Board of Education and 
was the principal factor in planning 
the school system of the . state. The 
money used for the building of the 
school was received from Josiah Quin- 
cy who at that time lived in Lexing- 
ton. Cyrus Pierce then considered the 
greatest educator of the Country was 
the head of the school. 

In West Newton then lived Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne and it was while living 
here that he wrote the book, "The 
Blithdale Romances.” Another resident 
was Elizabeth Peabody the pioneer of 
kindergarten work in Boston. At the 
corner of Chestnut and Fuller streets 
lived Lydia Maria Fuller another fa- 
mouse writer who created much com- 
ment at that time by her criticisms of 
the book "Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

It was during that period also that 
the Allen School was formed, pupils 
coming from all over the country. The 
school has the distinction of having 
the first Japanese, Porto Rican or Cu- 
ban pupils in the country. Also lived 
here William Parker the greatest en- 
gineer of his time. He was the founder 
of the Boston & Albany railroad and 
many other large railroads now in op- 
eration. 

"It was such people as these interest- 
ed in the advancement of all charitable 
and educational institutions banded to- 
gether in true progressive spirit who 
made this municipality the so called 
“Garden City.” 

HIGH WIND.

Brookline High had two good oppor- 
tunities to cross Newton’s goal line in 
the second and third period s when it 
worked the hall to its opponent’s five- 
yard line. Newton held like a stone- 
wall and three attempts Brookline 
made to score met with setbacks and 
the ball was lost on downs, 

Newton displayed better football 
than it has in any game since it play 
ed Somerville High to a 2 to 2 tie. 
The hacks worked together in unison, 
the Rrookline ends found it difficult to 
catch them. 

It is a rather peculiar coincidence 
that Wilmot Whitney, the Newton 
High full-back, should again be respon- 
sible for a Brookline defeat. It was 
his field goal from the 33-yard line 
beat Brookline yesterday and in the 
baseball series last June his two-bag- 
ger to centre opened the way to n 
Newton victory. 

Haven Mason and Jack Kelliher 
played unusually good football for 
Brookline and it was due to their hard 
work that the team got within scoring 
range of their opponents goal line on 
several occasions.

WILL LAY CORNER STONE. 

Next Sunday afternoon will be an 
eventful one to the members of the 
Union Church Society of Waban when 
the corner stone of the new church for 
which they have worked untiringly will 
be laid. For a number of years they 
have labored for this new edifice and 
the completion of this structure will 
see their efforts well rewarded. Since 
December 1904, the members ot this 
parish have attended services in Waban 
Hall. 

The new church is located on Ben

At the meeting of the West Newton 
Women's Educational Club last week 
action was taken on the death of one 
of its members. Mrs. Samuel Waters 
The program for the afternoon consist- 
ed of a piano solo by Miss Evangeline 
Thatcher ami a lecture upon "Robert 
1 outs Stevenson” l*v Prof. K. Charlton 
Black. 

By way of introduction Prof. Black 
alluded to the fact that his first talk 
outside of college halls was given be- 
fore this eluli nineteen or twenty 
years ago in the early days when Mrj. 
K. N. L. Walton was the president. 

1 1 is talk upon Stevenson was truly 
a lecture lesson as he termed it. He 
pictured the mini serenity of Steven- 
son's life, his absolute good nature and 
poise, the gentleness and cheerfulness, 
which he practised in his life in spite 
of the severe physical pain lie suffered 
from childhood to the grave, and 
which were the keynotes of his phil- 
osophy. Prof. Black likened him to 
ibe other great Scottish writers, Car- 
lyle and Burns and to the great refor- 
mer. John Knox, all of whom stood for 
Ihe value of the individual : "Not what 
I do, not what I have, but what I am," 
I eing ihe keynote of their teaching. 
The lecture was not only instructive 
but inspiring, giving, as it did, a deep- 
er and more sympathetic insight into 
his character and works. 

After the lecture an informal recep- 
tion was held during which tea was 
served under the direction of Mrs. Ar- 
thur B. Munroc. chairman of the hos- 
pitality committee. Mrs. Harry S. Well* 
and Vr«. Samuel Pray poured and 
were assisted by Mrs. F.dward Dexter, 
Mrs. Charles Conant. Mrs. W. J. Fur- 
bish. M rs. Walter A. Beadle and Mrs. 
Wilfred Clark.

The club has added new 
members and with Mrs. Sherman for 
teacher is in a prosperous condition, 
After a practice lesson the business of 
club was transacted with Mrs. J. T. 
Wingate the president, in the chair. 


The Social Science Club held their 
regular meeting at the TTunnewcll Club 
on Wednesdav morning. A report of 
the Newton Federation meeting was 
given bv Mrs. J. W. McIntyre. The 
phase of Modern Philanthropy consid- 
ered was "Work of the Sage Founda- 
tion" the subject being treated by 
Mrs. George Angirr. No complete re- 
port of the activities of the Sage Foun- 
dation has yet been published. Russell 
^nge. who amassed the vast wealth 
from which this Foundation was es- 
tablished came into the world in 1R16, 
somewhat of a burden to a sorely 
tried family. His father. F.l'sha Sage, 
was just moving his home from Con- 
nect-rut during the hard times foltow- 
i">* the war of 1 PI 2. He was hound for 
the Western Reserve, hut noon the ad- 
vent of Russclk they settled in Oneida, 
New York. At the age of fifteen Rus- 
sell was apprenticed to his brother to 
work in his grocery store for $4,00 a 
mouth and “keep.” Even at this early 
age he made shrewd bargains on his I 
own account and at the end of his ap- 
prenticeship he was aide to form a 
partnership with another brother. In a 
year or more he bought his brother’s 
interest and became his own master. 

During the temperance activity in T-rov 
mi 1839 his store was under disapproval 
because of the sale of rum. Young 
^age sold the store at a profit. Soon 
he purchased another and entered into 
partnership with John P. Bates. Tn three 
years Mr. Bates discovered his share 
of *hc profits to he $75,000 and retiren 
to live upon his competence. Thereaf- 
ter Mr. Sage eliminated partnerships 
from his career. 

In great measure this remarkable 
man owed his vast wealth to his fru- 
gality, industry, and to his keen in- 
-ight. In the forties he became inter- 
ested in politics and later he was as- 
sociated with Jay Gould in the control 
of railroads. 

In 1869 Mr. Sage married for his 
second wife. Margaret Olivia Slocum, 
who has since shown such wisdom in 
distributing her husband's vast wealth. 
In 1906 Mr. Sage died. For the most 
part lie wa s considered a penurious 
man, hut he had a very clear philoso- 
phy of life — to make money. He pos- 
sessed no vices, no extravagances, lmt 
lived a plain, simple life, not undertak- 
ing to distribute his wealth himself, lmt 
leaving it practically all to Mrs. Sage 
to dispose of. 

After mentioning a number of Ihe 
great educational funds and philan- 
thropic foundations Mrs. Angier stated 
that the hoards of trustees which con- 
trol them arc selected partly from pro- 
fessional and partly from financial cir- 
cles and in no ease do they receive the 
slightest recompense for their services. 

The definite lines of policy of the 
Sage Foundation are the improvement 
of social and living conditions in the 
United States, the plan being not to un 
tier take work now being done by other 
agencies. It will not undertake to re- 
lieve individual or family need, its 
function being ratliei* to eradicate the 
causes of poverty, anti ignorance. The 
sphere of higher education will not lie 
within its scope. 

When Mrs. Sage gave $10,000,000 to 
create the Foundation there was great 
stir in many quarters. It has been the 
policy from the beginning to stand be- 
hind activities already established. 

One-third of the great future has 
already been spent for public beuefac 
tions ‘luring the past three years, and 
a new chapter ig being written in mod 
eru philanthropy. Among the move 
ments which it has financed are ; the an- 
ti-tuberculosis campaign, movements 
for public recreation, placing < i chil- 
dren in institutions, medical inspection 
• tf schools, and many others. 

While there may he little to admire 
in a man whose life work lias been the 
amassing of great wealth yet might it 
not he that Mr. Sage was chosen to 
hoard his wealth until the years were 
ripe for its great accomplishments? m 

Quest ions and general discussion fol- 
lowed. 


AUTUMN MEETING OF TITF, 
N EWTO N EKDER ATI ON. 

The Newton Federation of Women's 
flubs held its autumn meeting on 
Tuesday Nov. 14, at the Technical 
High School, Mrs. George 11. Wilkins 
presiding. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Mr. F, \V. C. Horsey of Harvard Col- 
lege, his subject "Various Types of the 
Modern Drama.*' Among many inter- 
esting points made by the lecturer were 
the following: 

When we go to the theatre the “dear 
theatre" of Alice Sit by the Fire and 
all lovers of the drama, wc go to see 
a story told, and that story, covering a 
period of several years, weeks, one 
day nr evening, has to lie compressed 
into a space of two or two ami one hall 
hours and still keep the interest from 
larging, so the dramatist has a very 
difficult task before him. He must make 
the story carry over the footlights by 
every possible means, and by theatrical 
moments when the emotion of the in- 
stant must he emphasized by some un- 
expected hit of color. A good example 
of such skillful handling is the ending 
of the first act of Salvation Nell. At 
the moment when Nell, the scrubwoman 
of the saloon, torn between the emo- 
tions aroused l>v the Salvation Army 
woman who is trying to save her. and 
the evil woman who is hoping to drag 
her into depths of sin, goes towards 
the door on the arm of the lassie, the 
Salvation Army hand passes at the 
back of tlie stage, a triumphant snug of 
faith pouring from trumpets with the 
heating of drums, and the curtain falls 
upon an audience swayed to its feet by 
tremendous rclidioiis enthusiasm. 

In the Elizabcthian era the stage was 
a so-called "platform" stage, built out 
into the auditorium ; thus the actor, 
surrounded by his audience on three 
sides, had little or nothing in the way 
of scenery or stage illusion to help Kim 
and had to convey all by his speech : 
hence the long descriptive speeches and 
the oratorical display. Today wc hove 
the “picture" stage with every access- 
ory known to science and to the artis- 
tic temperament. Thus in The Return 
of Peter Grimm we find the original 
staircase and the fire place of a gen- 
uine old Pennsylvania Dutch house, 
bought and dismantled bv Mr. Belasco. 
A bundle of trees outside a back-stage 
window is done up ill burlap and la- 
beled with tlic botanical names, the 
very cup on the mantel is marked with 
the name of the supposed owner of 
the house: all this detail is not known 
by the audience, hut serves to strength- 
en the atmosphere of reality for the 
actor himself. 

We find the soliloquy and the "aside" 
obsolete, and the olden insult of the 
hack turned to the audience brought 
to insignificance. 

A change, too, is found in classifica- 
tion. In other days wc had the tragedy, 
that conflict of mail with fate, with its 
ever fatal conclusion: the comedy, for 
example the School for Scandal, with 
the characters the impelling force: the 
farce — with the plot overshadowing the 
characters: and last, the good old mel- 
odrama with its live heroine, its detes- 
table villian, virtue: rewarded, and evil 
denounced. 

Instead of these we now have no 
genuine tragedy, the comedy, to he sure 
hut no longer the comedy of manners 
where wisdom and wit never stiffen 
into serious drama, or lighten into ro- 
bust farce (see Lady Wimlcmere'a 
Fan and The Liars for modern exam- 
pi'-et hut the comedy of love, manners 
giving way to the sentimental drama. 
Instead of melodrama (except at the 
('rand Opera House j we have the 
problem play which deals, with the sex 
question, or, in a wider sense, the thesis 
play which considers general truths by 
specific examples. In fact wc now de- 
mand unity in time, place and action, 
i he development of one idea or one 
character. Plays to be succssful must 
stimulate curiosity, develope gnawing 
anxiety, and bring final satisfaction. 

Playwrights considered by Mr. Mer- 
sey were Pinero, — who "at His best 
•■hows life at its worst” — with The 
Profligate, The Second Mrs. Tanguer- 
ay. The Notorious Mrs. Ellsmith, Iris, 
and Mid-Channel: these showing the 
influence of Ibsen: Brieux, the French 
writer, his published plays prefaced by 
Bernard Shaw, well worth the reading; 
and Shaw, himself, the dramatist of 
ideas, ihe man with a definite purpose 
but whose plays show reason rather 
than passion or feeling. 

Then, too, is Augustus Thomas, who 
in his latest plays deals with such prob- 
lems ns race perjttdice. mental sugges- 
tion and the dual standards of sexes; 
and Barrie, impressing nil by his 
charm, enduring old emotions with new 
tenderness, making us love life and in 
love willi love. 

Among problem plays of wide scope 
Mr. Hcrscy mentioned The Third De- 
gree with the police problem, The Fourth 
Estate, dealing with the newspaper, The 
Nigger, race prejudice, Strife, willi the 
theme of labor and capital and Justice 
which has already influenced England 
to reform its prison administration. 

Closely allied to these are The Cho- 
rus Lady, the Sales Girl, etc. 

Of plays with oriental ideas, now 
coming before the public, were instan- 
ced The Aral), The Garden of Allah, 
and Kismet. A word was given to the 
Irish drama and some time to the Al- 
legorical. religious, ami symlxjlic plays, 
Everyman. The Servant in the House, 
'['lie Passing of the Third Floor Back, 
Mary Magdalen and the modern mor- 
ality play Every woman : also Peter 
Pan, the Blue-Bird and Chanticleer. 
Mr. Mersey read speeches from Chanti- 
cleer and regretted that time could not 
he given to a further consideration of 
the last mentioned plays. 

Miss Upham of Nowtonville. ac- 
companied by Mrs. Albert Carter, sang 
an aria from the “Marriage of Figaro" 
am! a beautiful little song called "In 
a Garden.” 

A social hour followed under the 
charge of Mrs. Luther Woodward, 
chairman of the Social Committee as- 
sisted by Mrs. L. S. Drake, Mrs. G. 
I,. Miller, Mrs. A. 1\ Felton, chairmen 
of Federation Committees, and the effi- 
cient members of the Social Commit- 
ted.

1 personally witnessed six or eight 
young girls about fifteen years of age, 
returning from a football game ann 
on alighting from a car at Xonantum 
Square, gave their school yell, every 
rod or so. all thru the principal streets. 

1 question very much whether their 
parents approved of the exhibition 
made by the girls, hut it was but the 
natural outcome of attending a foot- 
ball game. 

There is also a question in the minds 
of many as to the legal rights of the 
school committee to expend the public 
money in employing a coach for the 
athletic sports, managed by an outs.de 
organization, the Newton High School 
Athletic Association, even if the mat- 
ter is covered up by classifying the 
coach as a "teacher." Taxpayers and 
parents have a mutual interest in this 
matter and should enter a strong pro- 
test to the school committee against 
the continuation of football as a 
"school" sport in this city. 

Our correspondent in another column 
who protests against the street lighting 
in this city and insinuates that the local 
Gas Co has a reason for its "handsome 
dividends" should transfer most ot 
his indignation to the city fathers, 
whose appropriations for street light- 
ing have not been nearly sufficient for 
the needs of this city for many years.

8 HOUR LAW VIOLATED. 

Mr. Albert T. Stuart of the T. Stuart 
and Sons Corporation was lined $25 
each on four separate counts in the 
Dedham District Court on Wednesday. 

The specific charge was the employ- 
ment of an engineer by the defendant 
for more than eight hours a day at 
the construction of a covered well for 
the city of Newton in Needham near 
Kcnrick’s Bridge, running over the 
Charles River. As the city of Newton 
has adopted the act, any work being 
done for the city comes under the pro- 
visions of the law. 

Following a complaint of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to th> State 
Police, Inspector Joseph F. Cobb, with 
State officers Harry Atkinson and Ed- 
ward Ryan, were sent to investigate 
They kept close watch on Sept. 30 
Oct. 3, Oct. 10 and Oct. 14. the result 
of which was told in court today. 

Frederick W. Mansfield, counsel for 
the American Federation of Labor, ap- 
peared to support the complaint. 

The State officers stated that on the 
four days specified they secreted them- 
selves in the bushes adjacent to the 
reservoir. Carrying their lunches with 
them, they remained hidden from 6 in 
the morning until 6 in the evening. 
They told the court that engineer John- 
son, on each of these dates, worked 
more than eight hours, putting in from 
nine to nearly 10 hours of work. 

The defense was made on the ground 
that it was a case of extraordinary 
emergency, in that it was necessary, 
because of the sandy soil, to push the 
work. 

Judge Grover found that the work 
was n °t of extraordinary emergency 
under the meaning of* the law and im- 
posed a fine of $25 on each of the four 
counts.

Mr. Jacob M. Clinton of New York 
and the Rev. Janic s L .Barton D. D., 
are to be the speakers at the first 
Sunday meeting held in the new asso- 
ciation building. 

Dr. Barton needs no introduction to 
the Newton citizens. 

Mr. Jacoh L. Clinton was born in 
1877. After some practical business ex- 
perience, he entered the University ol 
Indiana from which institution lie re- 
ceived the following degrees: Bachelor 
of Laws, Batchelor of Arts and Mas- 
ter of Arts. In 1900 he won the Law 
Scholarship prize at Indiana University 
on the thesis “The Legal Status or 
Our New Possessions." In college, his 
superior ability as a manager called 
him into the service of athletics and 
other college organizations including 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. of which he was president. 

He volunteered for the foreign field 
in 1903 and was called that fall to the 
foreign staff of the International Com- 
mittee. From January to June. 1904. lie 
served as secretary of Central Branch, 
Buffalo. 

His first foreign post was Kankow. 
China, from which position he was 
called to Tokyo five years ago when 
the migration of thousands of Chinese 
and Korean students to that Imperial 
capital began. He has directed with 
consumate ability the social, education- 
al and religious program among them, 
an enterprise to which the leading 
missions of China and Korea have 
loaned their workers — both foreign and 
native. 

Dr. Arthur Smith, perhaps the most 
eminent missionary of the American 
Board in China, has stated that the un- 
dertake which Mr. Clinton is leading 
means more for the Christianization ol 
China than any other opportunity be- 
fore the Christian church. 

Both men and women arc invited to 
attend this meeting.

atively few years, or whether we take 
immediate steps, as Dr. Smith put it 
over half a century ago, “to provide 
for the city of today and the city of a 
hundred years hence.” ,

INTERESTING SESSION 


The hoard of aldermen at its regular 
meeting Monday night passed without 
effort the annual appropriation order 
for 1912 carrying a total of nearly a 
million and a quarter of dollars, and 
then spent considerable time and elo- 
quence (?) on orders of $500 and $200 
each. The passage of the budget as it 
is called was probably due to the care 
given its many items by the Finance 
committee and which bad been carefully 
reviewed by the committee of the whole 
last week. Only one change was made as 
reported by the committee of the 
whole, and that increased the salary ot 
the city clerk from $1700 to $1900. Or- 
ders allowing the clerk of committees 
$500 for extra services and the City 
Engineer $200 for services in connec- 
tion with the building ordinances were 
passed after considerable debate, the 
first by a vote of 16 to 2, Aldermen 
Cox and Higgins voting in opposition, 
and the latter by a vote of 10 to 6. 
with Alderman Higgins excused from 
voting. Alderman Cox asked to be ex- 
cused from voting on this matter also 
but permission was refused and the al- 
derman promptly left the chamber 
while the vote was being taken. Mr, 
Cox thought it a bit “early for Christ- 
mas” ami his speech against the order 
was received with considerable merri- , 
menf. 1 

Possibly the most important matter 
outside of the budget was the request \ 
of the trustees of the Newton Free Li- 
brary for an enlargement of the pres- 
ent library building and an estimate or 
about $40000 by Mr. Lewis H. Bacon 
for the improvement. 

President Jones was in the chair and 
only Aldermen Remis, Leonard and 
Williamson were absent. The hearings 
on petitions of the Telephone Co for 
pole on Bourne st., Central st., Dudley 
road and Vine st., and of the Edison 
Co for poles on Columbus st.. Hillside 
road, Grafton st and for underground 
in Surrey road and Claremont st were 
unopnosed. Mrs. F. S. 'Marsh man spoke 
for Mr. C. E. Cut Her in opposition to 
Edison poles on St. James st and Mr. 
Currier filed a written remonstrance at 
the time he petitioned for the widening 
of the street. 

Alderman Higgins spoke in favor of 
laying out of Brooks avc under the bet- 
terment act and Mr. E. J. Cox favored 
action also. • . 

The mayor sent in communications 
front Mr. Currier relative to St. James 
st. from the Forest Commissioner for 
transfer of $150 to Parks and squares 
and from the Library trustees as to en- 
larging buddings. 

The selectmen of Needham agreed to 
the matter of repairs of Kenrick bridge 
and petitions were also received from 
the Edison Co for attachments on Hill- 
side road and Sumner st. from the Tel- 
ephone co for attachments on Pennsyl- 
vania avc., Woodward st and Arlington 
st and from B. A. Ham for a sewer in 
Boylston st. 

Hearings were assigned on petitions 
to keep gasolene from H. E. Barker, 
Park st. and J. E. Mitchell, Common- 
wealth avc. 

On recommendations of committees 
proposed ordinances revising water 
rates and changing the fiscal year of 
the water department were passed to 
he enrolled, transfers authorized in ap- 
propriations for the Buildings Police 
and Street departments, a sewer order- 
ed constructed in Woodward st.. attach- 
ments granted the Edison co on Need- 1 
ham st and the Telephone co on Wal- 
ker st., licenses granted Reamic Bou- 
drot to locate a gasolene engine on 
Faxon st.. to the Newton Oarage. 
Brook st. A. D. Wheeler, Bowen st and 
Chas. F. Jones, Endicott st to keep 
gasolene, Giovanni Fonticchio for a 
wagon license, leave to withdraw giv- 
en licenses of Alfred Matz, as a min- 
or. Antonio Valente, as street musician, 
and Giovanni Fonticchio, liquor trans- 
portation permit, and on petition for 
laving out of Wabnn hill road. The 
Public Works committee recommended 
various sewers as requested by the 
Metropolitan Water hoard, and heal- 
ings were assigned on Dec. 4 on them. 
This committee also reported no action 
necessary on proposed lease of land at 
Commonwealth five and Rowe st. 

The report of the Finance commit- 
tee. leave to withdraw on petition of 
city laborers for 25 cents a day in- 
crease with a recommendation that the 
Mayor endeavor to provide the men 
with more permanent employment was 
opposed by Alderman Murphy who of- 
fered a substitute practically granting 
the petition after Jan. 1st. In present- 
ing his substitute Mr. Murphy said he 
commended the committee for the time 
and consideration given the matter, but 
he was positive that the wages now re- 
ceived by the unskilled laborer will not 
purchase the necessities of life. We are 
proud of our streets, our sewers amt 
our parks, hut we pay the men who 
maintain this standard less than the 
wages paid by a majority of the cilie: 
of the state. The plan of the commit 
tee to more continuous work is not 
practicable as the bulk of this outdoor 
work must necessarily he done during 
tiie summer months, and it is unreason- 
able for this hoard to ask a man to ex- 
ist on but $480 per year. Mr. Murphy 
felt confident that the tax payers of the 
city would favor the increase. 

Alderman Blakemore said that the 
main reason of the petition was the al 
k-ged high cost of living, and yet the 
laborers have already received an in- 
crease of 29 per cent since 1900. He 
quoted figures to show that a Boston 
laborer, whose estate he had recently 
settled had left substantial bank balan- 
ces, The committee, Mr, Blakcttfcore 
maintained had to consider the market 
price of labor as well as the market 
price of materials. He believed that the 
rates of wages in other cities paying 
$2.25 were largely the result of political 
conditions. There was also an ample 
supply of applicants for city work and 
the eight hour law was also a factor In 
the matter. Alderman Cox raised a 
point of order when Mr. Bl^more 
mentioned the eight hour law but was 
overruled by the chair. Mr. Blakemore 
went on to say that the city had an 
efficient force of laliorcrs and lie be- 
lieved an increase of wages would 
eventually compel the city to adopt the 
contract system He declared that there 
was no reasonable ground save sympa- 
thy in granting the petition and that 
the true remedy was more work, more 
appropriations and a larger annual 
wage. 

Alderman Cox wanted the laborers

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given a square deal, and with heads of 
departments receiving princely salaries, 
the tax payers would not begrudge an 
increase of 25 cents a day to the la- 
borers. The substitute order was then 
defeated, 11 to 4, Aldermen Cox, Early, 
Higgins and Murphy voting for it and 
the committee report was then accepted. 
,On the recommendation of the Finance 
committee that the petitions of the po- 
licemen and firemen for increase of pay 
he granted to the extent of establishing 
a rate of $2.50 per day for the first 
year. $2.75 per day for the second year 
and $3 per day thereafter, Alderman 
Murphy endeavored to substitute the 
sum of $1150 per year for thq third 
and subsequent years. lie said that the 
present wages do not appeal to the 
men now, and have been in force since 
1899. If the city is to maintain its pres- 
ent standard in these departments it 
must meet the wages paid in the out- 
side trades. Alderman Cox said that 
the committee had admitted the force 
of the argument of the police and fire- 
men when it advocated $2000 as a bon- 
us system, and the board should take 
this sum and distribute it pro rata. This 
amendment was also defeated, Aider- 
men Cox and Murphy being the only 
aldermen to vote for rt. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$5000 to the Municipal Buildings Insur- 
ance Fund from the Overlay account, 
establishing the rate of interest on un- 
paid taxes of 1912. and to perambulate 
the boundary line of Boston and New- 
tOIT. 

The budget of 1912 carrying $1,247, 
193.23 was adopted with only Alderman 
Higgins voting in opposition, after the 
city clerks salary had been fixed at 
$1900 by a vote of 10 to 7. ,

cd to casl a public hearing on the mat- 
ter of telephone discrimination in the 
Newton West exchange and to invite 
representatives of the telephone com- 
pany and the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission to he present. 

And the hoard adojitriicd at 10.10 
o’clock, after a most interesting session.

It is a matter of regret lo many per- 
sons that the aldermen have not seen 
fit to recommend an increase of 25 
cents per day in the wages of the city 
laborers. The reasons advanced by the 
committee for refusing the advance arc 
sound from a business standpoint, and 
will appeal to business men but is there 
not a humanitarian aspect to the matter 
which should have had sonic considera- 
tion. While many persons take consider- 
able stock in the assertion that a muni- 
cipal government can be run strictly on 
business principles, in actual practice, 
this has been found to he almost im- 
possible. Too many outside elements en 
ter into the matter to allow it to be ad 
justed by a hard and fast rule of this 
kind. The state recognizes this element 
by its provisions for pensions ot var- 
ious forms, in the demand that the poor 
and the insane shall be provided for in 
a decent manner and in many other hu- 
mane ways. And in its treatment of its 
laborers the city should also consider 
certain facts on the Ihtes already indi- 
cated by the state. It is said that the 
average city laborer in Newton receives 
an income of but $490 a year, or less 
than $10 per week, and on this sum he 
is expected to live, raise his family and 
keep out of debt. The Street Commis- 
sioner is authority for the statement that 
Newton has as efficient a corps of labor 
ers as exists in the state; that il is the 
result of constant weeding out of the 
less desirable men. leaving an experien 
ccd body of laborers fit for the regular 
routine work of the city. This exper 
ience should be recognized and at l^ast 
a living wage paid for such service. 
The suggestion advanced by the com- 
mittee that more permanent work be 
given the men, who would thereby re- 
ceive a larger annual income, is more 
theoretical than practicable. The bulk of 
the work on which common labor is 
employed must necessarialy be done 
during the summer months. The work 
which can be done during the winter is 
not only limited in scope, hut ip also 
limited as to the number of men who 
can he employed, and as a mat.er of 
fact has always been gi\en to the more 
experienced men who already receive at 
least $2.25 per day. In only one way 
can the common laborer in this city re- 
ceive the larger income which is act- 
ually needed and that is by granting the 
proposed increase in his wages per day. 

One of the Thanksgiving Thoughts 
contributed to this naper last week, urg- 
ed every one to “live; tn Newton” not 
merely sleep here and I wonder if the 
average man really grasped the meaning 
of the phrase “live in Newton.” It 
means an active interest in the affairs 
of our city government,— il means more 
than a passive attendance or aepuiescnce 
in one of the various churches, — it 
stands for participation in neighborhood 
affairs, — it means a support of the local 
newspapers, who endeavor to advocate 
the best interests of the city at all 
times, — and it means financial support 
according to one’s means of the local 
philanthropic institutions, the Newton 
Hospital, the Fomroy Home, the Day 
Nurseries and similar organizations. If 
every man would endeavor to really 
“live" in Newton what a community 
we would have and what results might 
he accomplished for the good of hu- 
manity. 

The result of the city primaries this 
week had been anticipated but the cam- 
paign mav now be said to !>c on in ear- 
nest, altho at present there seems to be 
but little interest. Mayor Hatfield will 
he opposed for a second .term by ex- 
alderman William J. Doherty and none 
of Mr Hatfield’s friends need to take 
the r<’” ’t as granted as Mr. Doherty is 
a p. ipu'-.r man, has a wide acquaintance 
thrttotit the city and will poll the solid 
Democratic vote. The danger from a 
Republican standpoint is solely from 
the neglect of the citizens to vote. Ev- 
ery vote will be needed on election day 
and it is none too early to get to work.

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning the sub- 
ject of “Modern Philanthropy" was con- 
sidered for a third time, Mrs. O. B. 
Gleason giving an admirable paper on 
the work of “Tolstoi and Jana. Ad- 
dams.’ | 

After defining the word Philan 
thropy as meaning “One who loves 
mankind and works for the goqd oi 
others", she said Tolstoi was a Rus- 
sian nobleman, born Aug. 26, 1828. At 
an early age he was intrusted to the 
care of relatives for his up-bringing, 
and one who had a large influence up- 
on his life, taught him the beauty of 
loving and the joy of a quiet, simple 
life. 

Later, however, his youth and early 
manhood were spent in the follies and 
dissipations pursued by the young men 
of his class. Often in the midst of his 
excesses he wearied of it all. The 
poverty and suffering which he con- 
tinually saw haunted him, and made 
him dissatisfied with his life. 

He entered the Russian Army and 
these learned to hate war. 

Later, he became a literary man, nnd 
much interested in the peasant classes. 
He freed the serfs on his own estate, 
and stablishcd schools which were suc- 
cessful until the government became, 
suspicious when he abandoned the en- 
terprise. 

He was married in 1862, and settled 
on his estate, and for 15 years he led 
a somewhat quiet life in the midst of 
a growing family of 13 children. 

The countess, his wife, wished to es- 
tablish a city home, that the children 
might 'have the advantages of society 
hut be preferred to live in the country 
with the peasants. 

His friends looked with good natur- 
cd incredulity upon his attempts at bet- 
tering the condition of the poor, and 
often neglected to send to him the aid 
they had promised. 

Very often he was disappointed in 
his search for worthy poor, finding 
those whom money would not help, and 
his conclusion was that only complete 
reor ganiation would effect reform. 

His search of the scriptures with his 
renunciation of all the luxuries and 
most of die comforts of life, at last 
brought the peace he had so vainly, 
sought. 

Colonies who wished to practice his 
theories sprang up all over Russia 
endangering social welfare by reject- 
ing all form of government. 

Toward the close of his long, tur- 
bulent, unhappy life, the great philan- 
thropist became estranged from his 
family, and ho secretly departed from 
his home, dying short lv after amidst 
sad surroundings. 

Undoubtedly the great thinker did 
much to relieve the oppressed and im- 
prove the condition of the peasantry 
among whom h lived, but now his theo 
ries seem visionary and impractical. 

Jane Addams of Hull House, Chi- 
cago, the bright exponent of philan- 
thropy in the new west, was born in 
1860. As a child and young woman, 
scenes of poverty and suffering alway» 
apnealed to her. 

After her graduation from Rockford 
Seminary her health compelled her to 
give up the study of medicine which 
she hoped to pursue;, and her attention 
was turned to the establishment of a 
home in the nVdst of t lie misery and 
unhappiness of Chicago. 

She. and a friend in full sympathy 
itli her in her great undertaking, took 
possession in Sept. 1889, and began her 
wonderful work of planning kindergar- 
tens, sewing schools, of nursing the sick 
and of burying the dead : of providing 
a home centre for the development of 
higher living, 

The home has grown with the years, 
and has an attendance of thousands. Al/ 
nationalities are represented. 

In 1873 she was attracted by Tols- 
tois idea of sharing the poverty of the 
people, ami she went to Russia to see 
the famous teacher, to study his meth 
ods and to determine if his way 
brought peace of mind and heart. His 
idea of living and laboring as the peo- 
ple a trout her did, seemed impracticable 
and impossible of fulfillment and she 
returned to carry on her great work as 
seemed most feasible. 

The speaker drew a sharp contrast 
between the old world theorist and the 
new world practitioner. The paper was 
followed by questions and discussfon 
closed the morning.

Knur special cars were attached to the 
8.55 a. m. train for Haverhill on Thurs- 
day morning, November 16. to carry 
the club women from Boston and vi- 
cinity' to the autumn meeting of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women's Clubs. These journeys to ami 
from gatherings form no smajl portion 
of the value of attending Federation 
meetings, for thu social side has its 
part just as surely as the intellectual 
, side. Once arrived in Haverhill the 
thoughtfulness of the hostess dun was 
immediately apparent for club members 
were at the station to welcome their 
guests and an ample number of cars on 
hand to convey them to the church. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the president, Mrs. Henry Coolidgc 
Mulligan, who presented Mrs. Joseph- 
ine L. Sanborn, president of the Han- 
nah Dustin Club, the hostess of the 
day. 

Mrs. Sanborn extended the hospital- 
ity of her club to their guests and it 
was graciously accepted by the Feder- 
ation president. 

The Federation then turned its atten- 
tion to the program of the day. In in- 
troducing the general subject. "Civics”. 
Mrs. Mulligan referred to the fact that 
the Federation had met once before in 
Haverhill, in 1896, and at that time 
the subject presented was "Some Prob- 
lems in Civics”, and suggested that to- 
day there arc many new problems. 

The first speaker was Mr. John No- 
lan of Cambridge and liis subject 
"City Planning.” Mr. Nolan stated that 
there are widespread misconceptions ot 
this subject and pointed out the great 
need of work in this direction, not 
mcrcl.v for big cities, but even more so 
for the small towns. 

Dr. Frederic W. Perkins in an admir- 
able and stirring address on “Civic Op- 
portunities for Women” presented the 
great need, especially’ in our cities ana 
towns where there is a large foreign 
population, of instructing these foreign- 
horn women in the English language 
and in American ideals in order that 
they may not prove a hindrance to their 
husbands and .children. The address 
was followed by questions and discus- 
sion which was only brought to a close 
by the time limit. A short time was 
given to the consideration of the Gen- 
eral Federation Endowment Fund un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Denison of South Framingham, the 
General Federation Secretary. Since 
Massachusetts is the second largest 
Federation in the country, it is neces- 
sary that she do her share in this mat- 
ter. The clubs were told that they 
could have all the time they needed in 
which to secure this monev. an equiv- 
alent of fifty cents for each member 
having been suggested, but it is desired 
that it lie all collected by; the mid-winter 
meeting of the Federation. 

Ample provision was made for the 
comfort of the visiting club women 
during the noon recess. A large num- 
ber availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity to visit the birthplace of Whittier 
not far distant by trolley. 

An organ recital was given by Mr. 
James W. Hill organist of the church, 
during the half hour before the after- 
noon session. The first on the program 
for the afternoon was "A Half- Hour 
with Lizst,” in recognition of the Lizst 
centenary this year. Mr. Clarence Al- 
bert Jones of Boston spoke briefly of 
the life of the composer, saying that he 
is considered in the first rank as a 
pianist, as a composer a radical, while 
as a conductor he did much to bring 
out other composers. Mrs. Arthur W. 
Brigham of Roslinduie rendered sever- 
al of Liszt's songs and her sweet fresh 
voice charmed her audience. Mr. Jones 
rendered upon the piano two selections, 
one being the “Rigolctto Paraphrase.” 

After this delightful digression the 
audience turned its attention to the ad- 
dress of Dr, William Dewitt Hyde, 
president of Bowdoin College, on "Our 
Future Citizens.” Dr. Hyde in his 
thoughtful and inspiring address traced 
the development of six movements for 
child welfare which have arisen within 
the present century and which are des- 
tined to develop in the next generation 
a sturdy, vigorous manhood and wom- 
anhood. 

Aftr a hearty vote of thanks to the 
hostess club for its generous hospitality 
the meeting adjourned. The attendance 
numbered between five and six hundred. 

OUR FUTURE CITIZENS. 

By President Hyde. 

Six times the speaker asked die 
question "What is that creature that 
they call a chilli ?” > and gave the follow 
ing six answers. First : The answer of 
the child labor law: freedom from 
competitive industry commercial and 
mechanical, up to the age of fourteen ; 
from fourteen to sixteen freedom from 
excessive hours night work, or em- 
ployments dangerous to life, health, or 
morals: opportunity for fundamental 
education and normal development as 
a condition of employment; and protec 
tion up to eighteen, and where neces- 
sary up to twenty-one, from specially 
hazardous and demoralizing employ- 
ments. 

Second the answer of industrial edu- 
cation ; that the child shall he trained 
from the first in constructive work; 
followed at the age of fourteen by act 
ual work at processes fundamental to 
great groups of related industries, for 
those who must leave school at sixteen 
and by technical high schools and trade 
schools in those larger communities 
that can profitably support them ; all 
witli the aim to connect school with 
life give reality to work and interest to 
study, and fit for efficiency and promo 
tion in industrial careers. 

Third: the answer of vocational 
guidance; which studies the child’s her- 
edity, environment, aptitude, and school 
record, with a view to placing him in 
the line of work in which he will be at 
once most useful and most happy. 

Fourth : the answer of the playground 
and play leader; that the city child 
shall have the chance to develop his im 
pulses and express his instincts without 
having to break the laws of society to 
do it : and &hall have a leader to show 
him how. 

Fifth: the answer of the Juvenile 
Court; that children under sixteen 
-.hall not be treated as criminals but 
that their overt acts shall be treated as: 
symptoms of a condition to be discov- 
ered and removed by firm tactful and 1 


sympathetic men and women acting as 
Juvenile Court Judges and Probation 
Officers. 

Nxth: the answer ot‘ the club and 
the association: that the strongest hoys 
ami girls will not respond to precepts 
handed down to them or advice poked 
at them; but that if higheartedness, and 
strong manliness, and pure womanliness 
arc brought close to them in winsome 
personalities who share their interests 
in clubs and classes, associations and 
expeditions, they will admire and imi- 
tate these qualities even more readily 
than they do the bigness of brutality 
the dash and daring of loose living, and 
the superficial kindliness that often goes 
with criminality. 

This comprehensive child welfare 
movement to give the children of the 
nation their birthright of leisure for 
growth of body mid of mind, interesting 
work, vocational counsel, wholesome 
play, sympathetic justice, and personal 
inspiration, is the youngest and lustiest 
of our social reforms: for all these 
six movements, in their systematic and 
vigorous dcvelopcment have sprung up 
within the present century, and are only 
from two to twelve years old. It carries 
in itself the germs of all the other great 
social reforms. For if wc care for the 
children of the nation in this costly, 
vital way: wc shall not stop caring for 
them when they reach the age of twenty- 
one. 

CITY PLANNING. 

By John Nolen. 

There arc two widespread misconcep- 
tions about city planning. The first is 
that city planning is concerned mainly 
with beauty. But it is of the utmost 
importance that this fundamental error 
should he corrected. Any city planning 
that is worthy of the name is concern- 
ed primarily with use and only inci- 
dentally with beauty. 

The other misconception is almost 
equally widespread. It is that compre- 
hensive city planning is only for big 
cities. 

What is city planning? City planning 
is simply a recognition of the sanitary 
economic, and aesthetic laws which 
should govern the original arrange- 
ment and subsequent development of 
our cities. It is the substitution of art, 
scientific skill and foresight, for chance, 
haphazard and piece-meal procedure. It 
is the application to the building ot 
cities of the methods which we have 
found effective and which we use to 
sonic extent at least in building many 
of the component parts of cities, its 
public and private buildings, its parks, 
its railroads, its hotels, etc. The great 
need is to plan the parts of a city in 
relation to each other and also to plan 
ahead. Without planning ahead, interre- 
lated planning is practically impossible. 

The real problem is how to awaken 
a constant interest in city planning. In 
my opinion there are four appeals that 
car \ c made successfully. First i* the 
appeal to economy. Town and city 
planning pays. Certain things arc in- 
dispensable for every city, for exam- 
ple. proper streets and thoroughfares, 
suitable public buildings, and a reason- 
able number of playgrounds, parks and 
open spaces. 

The second appeal appears to be al- 
most the opposite of the first. It is the 
appeal to idealism, to humanity, to sen 
timent. City planning is one of the best 
opportunities to do good, not to-do- 
good-quick. perhaps, but to do goon 
permanently. The common welfare rests 
absolutely upon right city planning. 
Without it adequate provision for 
health, for pleasure, for wholesome 
recreation, for good homes is impossi- 
ble. 

Another appeal is the appeal to the 
imagination. This rests upon the actual 
preparation of plans, upon visualizing 
the proposals of architects, and land- 
scape architects, so that an average 
man or woman may understand and ! 
appreciate what is already vivid to the 
creative mind of the city planner. The 
main work of town and city planning 
must he done under publio authority 
but this preliminary general plan may 
very properly be undertaken by a vol- 
untary improvement association or 
club. 

The final appeal is an object lesson. 
There is above all a need to show by 
an example, by a concrete work of city 
planning, just what it is and what it 
can do. Many people lack imagination, 
many scoff at paper plans, but things 
actually done are convincing. They can- 
not lie contested. A park or parkway, n 
playground, a garden suburb, even a 
new and better type of street or 
street tree planting, such changes and 
improvements as these can be carried 
out so as to lead to a change of meth- 
ods in larger matters. 

The problems of city building and 
city making arc strikingly similar to 
home building and home making. For 
such work women are highly qualified. 
Their long, patient, daily work has 
given them understanding in this field, 
experience, and insight. Many of them 
are peculiarly ready for active service 
in this new field. If they will use their 
freedom for the study of actual condi- 
tions in municipalities at home and 
abroad, if they will methodically gather 
the necessary data and nformation, they 
will have in their hands an enviable 
opportunity to do good. The ultimate 
aim, however, should be to get done 
the big fundamental things and lo use 
for this purpose all the official public 
power and machinery of the state and 
of cities. 
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st ruction in English and the fundamen- 
tal ideals and practices of American 
civic life. To teach them English is to 
do far more than give them utilitarian 
advantage in the struggle for a living. 
It is to open a way for participation 
in the intellectual and spiritual genius 
of the people among whom they have 
cast ther fortunes. Perhaps no harrier 
is so separating, so patent a creator of 
racial and spiritual alienations, ns dif- 
ference of language. Any one who has 
lost hs way in a foreign city, and can- 
not find his hotel because no one can 
speak bis tongue, has had an experience 
of that peculiar sort of isolation. He is 
‘out of it.” 

And what a radiant, embracing sense 
of fellowship lias reached out toward 
some tattered, piratical-looking street 
cleaner, whom ordinarily one would 
put in the outermost court, when his 
broken English, caught from a brother 
in America, restores one’s distracted 
spirit and guides one's weary feet! 
Men and women who can speak the 
same language not only can think the 
same thoughts, but can know they are 
thinking them, which is the enduring 
bond of fellowship. 

A work of incalculable civic import- 
ance, therefore, is to teach these aliens 
English and civics. For the children it 
is done in the public schools, as fot 
youths in the evening schools. But how 
about the fathers and mothers? They 
will not go to evening school in large 
numbers, even if they can. Shame at 
their ignorance before children holds 
them back. The children often acquire 
contempt for their parents and elders. 
Wc are not to add alienations within 
races to alienations between races, we 
must teach English to foreign grown- 
ups as well as to children. 

That is the work wc arc beginning 
in Lynn. The Young Men's Christian 
association is organizng classes as fast 
as it can secure teachers. It has devel- 
oped an ingenius system by which one 
who cannot himself speak Polish, for 
example, can yet teach English to 
Poles. 

Now this work is for men, by men. 
But fully as great a need exists for a 
similar work for women, by women. 
Foreign women are especially isolated. 
The men go to the shops, the children 
to school. The women stay at home. 
They miss the educative contact with 
the American world. And that is not 
all. They prevent the Americanizing ot 
the man and the child. When the man 
returns from work or from his class 
in English, he must go hack; not only 
to the foreign speech, but to the for- 
eign ways. The knowledge that the 
mother cannot speak English separates 
her from her own household. More than 
one pitiful domestic tragedy has result- 
ed from the husband's outstripping the 
wife in knowledge of English and Am 
erican ideals and customs. 

Here is a civic opportunity for wom- 
en's clubs. Conduct for the foreign 
women the sort of classes in English 
and civics that are being conducted for 
men. 

2. Another opportunity for women to 
exert a civic influence in Massachu- 
setts just now is provided by the move- 
ment to investigate the desirability and 
practicality of establishing minimum 
wage boards for certain trades largely 
employing women and minors. 

At the last session of the legislature 
a commission was authorized to study 
this most important question and re- 
port in January to the incoming ses- 
sion. The commission is now at work, 
holding hearings and ascertaining the 
conditions as to the wages under which 
large numbers of women labor. The 
fact that such an investigation is being 
made affords an opportunity for women 
to become intelligent concerning a ques- 
tion which is close tn their natural 
interests and which they can greatly 
aiti in settling wisely and righteously. 

Not all of us can sec how the prob- 
lem is to be solved : that is the specific 
task of the economist. But wc can all 
see that it must be solved if we arc to 
maintain a humane, Christian civiliza- 
tion. . . , . , . 

One simple proposition in the midst 
of much that is confusing, seems to me 
clear, viz: that any woman who gives 
her time and labor to an industry has 
a right to a hare living at least, out of 
that industry. A minimum must be set 
somewhere. Shall it he set by competi- 
tive exploiting of the necessities of 
those who must have work? Or shall it 
be set by fair community judgment as 
to what a living wage is? Before urging 
people to strive for a goal wc must at 
least set them on their feet and give 
them a chance. 


I am asking questions not answering 
them. The point is that a commission 
is endeavoring to suggest answers. 
Massachusetts women’s clubs have a 
two- fold opportunity. (1) To become 
intelligent as to the movement; (2) to 
throw their inflcuncc behind any well- 
considered plans the commission may 
offer.

CIVIC OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
WOMEN. 

Frederic W. Perkins, D. D. 

Among a bewildering variety of op- 
portunities for women to wield civic 
influence, I speak of the following: 

1. The opportunity to teach English 
and civics to women of foreign births 
in our cities, especially our industrial 
cities like Haverhill, Lowell, Lawrence 
and Lynn. 

Let me illustrate the need and the op 
portunity by telling you of the situa- 
tion with which we are attempting to 
deal in Lynn. In the city of Lynn, a 
city of about 90,000 people, there are 
oyer 40.000 of foreign birth or imme- 
diate descent. Of this number, ovei 
17,000 above ten years of age cannot 
speak or read English. The immediate 
need is that these aliens receive in- 
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
